striped 
beetle

enemy of all cucumbers and It is a 
constant 
battle

them, 
especially In the early stages of the 
growth. 
Probably the best remedy 
is 
arsenate of 
lead. 
Take 
about 
one tablespoonful and put it in a 
gallon of w-ater and spray it on the 
plants. Have the plants to really be 
white with the arsenate of lead, 
after the w-ater is evaporated. Some 
growers believe very strongly in hy^ 
drated lime. They sprinkle this on 
the plants and around them. It is 
better to sow the hills quite thick 
(eight or ten seed to the hill) and 
then 
after 
the 
plants 
are 
large 
enough, 
pull 
all 
out 
but 
about 
three leaving the stronger plants, 
of 
course. 
Pow-dered 
tobacco, 
if 
sprinkled on the hills and around 
them and even on the plants will 
repel many Insects. 
The arsena'te 
of lead is the best for any Insect 
that eats the entire leaf or plant. 
Apply it at least once a week. 
What about a bird bath? 
The 
birds are having a hard time to find 
water just now. You will derive 
great pleasure from one of our bird 
baths; and still it Isn’t too late to 
put in some Gladioli.
